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Section 1. Section 428A_.8, unnumbered paragraph 1, Code
2007, is amended to read as follows:

On or before the tenth day of each month the county
recorder shall determine and pay to the treasurer of state
eighty=two and three=fourths percent of the receipts from the
real estate transfer tax collected during the preceding month
and for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 2007, the treasurer
of state shall deposit ninety=Five ninety—three percent of the
receipts in the general fund of the state and transfer Five
seven percent of the receipts to the shelter assistance fund

created iIn section 15.349. For the fiscal year beqginning July
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1, 2008, the treasurer of state shall deposit ninety=one
1 13 percent of the receipts in the general fund of the state and
14 transfer nine percent of the receipts to the shelter

16 vear beginning July 1, 2009, and each fiscal year thereafter,

17 the treasurer of state shall deposit ninety percent of the
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18 receipts in the general fund of the state and transfer ten

22 . ghis bill relates to funding for the shelter assistance

24 Currently, when there is consideration and the actual

25 market value of the real property transferred is in excess of
26 $500, the real estate transfer tax is 80 cents for each $500
27 or fractional part of $500 in excess of $500. On or before

28 the 10th day of each month, the county recorder determines and
29 pays to the treasurer of state 82.75 percent of the receipts
30 from the real estate transfer tax collected during the
31 preceding month and the treasurer of state deposits 95 percent
32 of the receipts in the general fund of the state and transfers
33 5 percent of the receipts to the shelter assistance fund.
34 The bill provides that, for_ fiscal year 2007=2008, the )
35 treasurer of state shall deposit 93 percent of the receipts in
1 the general fund of the state and transfer 7 percent of the

2 receilpts to the shelter assistance fund. For fiscal year

3 2008=2009, 91 percent of the receipts shall be deposited in

4 the general fund and 9 percent shall be transferred to the

5 shelter assistance fund. For fiscal year 2009=2010 and each

6 Tiscal year thereafter, 90 percent of the receipts shall be

7 deposited in the general fund and 10 percent shall be

8 transferred to the shelter assistance fund.
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
